U.S. Won't Hinder Private 
Lending To Debtor Nations

Washington, D. C. — The United 


States government has not yet inter- 
fered with the flotation of any im- 
portant loans by American bankers 
o foreign powers. Xor is there a 
ixed policy to discourage loans that 
may be requested. 


This in a nut-shell is the status of 


;he foreign loan question notwith- 
standing the many rumors, reports 
and informal threats that have been 
jublished in the last few months in 
:onnection with the failure of allied 
governments to make -arrangements 
for the funding of their war debts to 
the^Untted States. 


Ever since March 3. 1922. when the 


Harding-Hughes

statement calling upon all 


bankers to consult the department of 
state before making any foreign loans 
there has been a voluminous corres- 
pondence with private bankers and 
many informal conversations.

It means, however, 
that before the United States novern- 
mcnt does go to th exrme of prevent 
ing a European power from borrowing 
funds, the country in question will 
have had to pursue a policy, which 
it is inconceivable here will ever be 
pursued, namely, refuse to make any 
arrangements or serious effort to ar- 
range for funding of existing debts.

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COOLIDGE ON LAW ENFORCEMENT 


v President Coolidge delivered a Memo- 
rial day address on law enforcement that 
will add still further to his high standing 
with the American people. "We do not be- 
lieve any good citizen, regardless of his 
views about personal liberty, could read 
that speech without approving it. 
"We 


think the- words of the president will find 
a 100 per cent indorsement by all who 
have concern, about the efficacy of govern- 
ment and the security of our democracy. 
Yet it is strange that while no one will 
challenge the truth and wisdom of what 
Mr. Coolidge said, comparatively few will 
take it to heart in its personal application. 
They will go on violating those laws which 
suit their individual fancies and desires, 
forgetful of the fact that nearly everyone 
else is doing the same thing and that 
where they themselves suffer from lack of 
law enforcement or law violation, they 
have been instrumental "in creating this 
condition and the responsibility comes 
back to them. They forget there are 
many persons who think no more of rob- 
bery, thuggery or even murder than they 
do of violating.the liquor law. traffic laws 
and other police "regulations. All of the 
lawlessness in American today is related. 
There is JIG stratum of crime that is isolat- 
ed. 
Bootlegging breeds bootleggers' 


wars, hold-ups, banditry, bribery, black- 
mail, murder. It is so with regard to the 
transgressions of other laws that in them- 
selves the individual may n<5t believe to be 
serious, but which actually lead to grave 
offenses. 
As the president says: 


The police force which Is administered on the 


assumption that the violation of-some laws may 
be ignored has started toward demoralization. 
The community which approves such administra- 
tion is making dangerous concessions. « • • The 
conclusion is inescapable that laxity of admini- 
stration reacts upon public, opinion, causing cyn- 
icism and loss of confidene m both law and 
its enforcement and therefore in its observance. 
The failure of local government has a demora- 
lizing effect in every direction. 


"We do not know that we as a com- 


munity here are any different than most 
other communities, but there is a certain 
laxity in law enforcement that cannot help 
tut have its demoralizing effects, as the 
president points out. "We have had il- 
lustrations of this is very serious rob- 
beries which have taken place here in the 
last year and in other crimes which have 
gone unpunished and undetected. There 
is no question bat what Appleton would be 
better off if minor laws were observed 
and enforced. There is no question but 
what it would be better off if the saloons 
and bootleggers were suppressed and road- 
houses put under suitable restraint. The 
same is true of other fields in which the 
law is weakly dealt with or ignored. 


"It is senseless." to again quote the 


president, "to boast of our liberty when 
we find that to so shocking an extent it. 
is merely the liberty to go ill-governed. 
It is time to take warning that neither the 
liberties we prize nor the system under 
which we claim them are safe while such 
conditions exist/' And again: "We 
shall not correct admitted and grave de- 
fects if we hesitate to recognize them. 
"We must be frank with ourselves." 
It 


used to be an old shibboleth of politicians 
and those who commercialize law viola- 
tions to assert that a wide-open town was 
the live town, that it made good business 
and made everybody prosper, and that a 
town which enforced and rpspected law 
•was a dead one. Every thoughtful and 
experienced person, no matter what his 
business so long as it is legitimate, knows 
that thi«, is false and without any basis of 
fact. 
He knows tiai a wide open town 


in every instance. MO matter how liberal 
the 
laws and ordinances, meant a law 


breaking jtown. We would be a lot better 
off 
in Appleton. in point of business, in 


point of enjoyment, in point of prosperity, 
in point of everything that makes for vigor- 
ous, healthy and progressive community 
life if we practiced what President Coo- 
lidge preaches, and so would the country 
as a whole, and that is what it must come 
to in time'if the' nation is to thrive and 
preserve its liberties and its institutions. 


THE ANTI-TRUST LAW 


A commercial and industrial sensation 


has been caused by the wholesale indict- 
ment of furniture manufacturers on the 
charge of violating the Sherman anti-trust 
act. 
Some 263 concerns are accused of 


price fixing and production regulation for 
the control of markets and arbitrary rais- 
ing of prices. It is common knowledge 
ihat these practices are engaged in by some 
of the large and well organized industries. 
The government from time to time moves 
against these organizations and their mem- 
bers to break up what amounts to a com- 
bination in restraint of trade, but it is a 
Ojtiesnon to what extent it has been effica- 
cious in atternpb to enforce the Sherman 
law. 


There are two sides to the anti-trust 


law proposition. 
Absence of all un- 


derstanding among producers and unre- 
strained competition are apt to result in 
cut-throat rivalry, with disaster to the 
small producers. From time to time, due 
either to over-production or unfavorable 
trade conditions, we have price cutting 
in those industries which are not organ- 
ized. 
At such times local communities 


dependent on manufacturing plants for 
their prosperity find themselves severely 
hit by reduced operation. 
The paper 


mills were strongly organized following 
the war. but the government forced a 
break in this combination. 
Today th£ 


market is more or less demoralized and 
there is. we understand, price cutting. 


It may be argued in theory that unre- 


strained competition is all right, and that 
it weeds out the inefficient and high-cost 
producers, to the benefit of the consumer, 
but we must not overlook the fact that the 
small producer as a potential 'competitor 
helps to prevent misuse of market control 
by low cost producers, and that in the ag- 
gregate he is necessary to meet the "peak 
load", demands of the country. 


Of course, the country does not want 


to be held up arbitrarily by combinations. 
The anti-trust law is intended to prevent 
this, and it should be applied in this spirit 
for public protection. 
If the furniture 


manufacturers -have unduly raised prices 
over costs by taking unfair profits, it is ob- 
viously the duty of the government to in- 
terfere. 
There is reason-to believe that 


in 
some 
fields 
they are considerably 


above this point. It may be that this is 
the case in the furniture industry. Un- 
doubtedly there can be some reduction in 
the cost, of living without lowering wages. 
One of the ways in which this can be 
brought about in addition to sound appli- 
cation of the Anti-trust law is reduction in 
taxes, national, state and local. The pub- 
lic has little conception of the extent to 
which excessive cost of government and 
taxes enter into the high cost of living. 
If they understood the relation of the tax' 
overhead to producing and merchandising 
costs and the price to the ultimate con- 
sumer, they would demand political re- 
forms with as much enthusiasm as they 
appear to applaud suits against the so- 
called trusts.

Life, Thought and Works ol 


Medieval World Are Ex-

From My Magazine. London. . 


Dante. the greatest writer between 


Virgil and Shakespeare, was born in 
1265. 
the son- of a Florence lawyer 


His fame 
throughout his life was 


that of a poet, though until he was 
36 he took an active part in the tu 
multuous politics of his native city 


In politics he was a moderate. For 


a short time he was one of the ad 
ministrators of 
Florence; 
Several 


times he was sent on embassies to 
other governments, and he was away 
such an errand to Rome in 1301 
when his party lost all power in 
Florence and he and others were sen 
tenced to death. 


Tl-fc ser/enoe (including burning) 


was renewed more than once in 
later years as a threat if he 
re- 


turned. 
Once his return was invit- 


ed on the condition that he should 
perform public acts 
of penitence, 


conditions he 
declined as he was 


conscious- he had done no wrong. 


He remained an exile from Flor- 


ence for the rest of his life, which 
ended at Ravenna at the age of 56 
and in Ravenna he is buried.' All 
the cities of Italy that welcomed him 
during his wanderings now cherish a 
proud remembrance of his stay with 
in their walls. 


Dante is the special glory of Ital- 


ian literature. Though party rancour 
made him an exile, his greatness as 
a poet was amply understood in his 
own day.

D. C., test samples of 
seeds mailed In by farmers and oth- 
ers, and makes a'report on the exact 
contents of the sample.' 


During last yea.- 536 samples 
of 


seed hold as 
Kentucky bluegrass 


were received by mail and 65 lots of 
seed were purchased by the ~\Vashing- 
ton laboratory for''testing 
purposes. 


In many cases . these samples were 
found to be composed of a higher 
percentage of Canada bluegrass seed 
than any other seed. Some samples 
of supposedly 
Kentucky bluegrass 


seed contained as little as 1 to 2 per 
cent of the seed, the balance 
being 


Canada blue grass and other seeds, 
dirt and chaff. In fact one sample 
contained but seventeen hundredths 
per cent of Kentucky bluegrass.
